source said today. 

British Foreign Secre- 
tary Selwyn Lloyd, 
French Foreign Minis- 
ter Christian Pineau 
and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Mahmoud 
Fawzi went into an- 
other secret session 
this afternoon to draft 
an official form of the 
agreement. They were 
scheduled to put it 
before a closed session 
of the United Nations 
Security Council at 
9 p.m. GMT.

FEE-PAYING BOARDING SCHOOLS— 
IF YOU KNOW THE RIGHT PEOPLE 


By HUGH SETO 


N the opinion of or- 
thodox Marxists, 
economic power de- 
termines political 
power, A_ ruling class 
must therefore consist of 
those who hold economic 
power, or of their nominees. 

In industrialised countries 
with a system of private 
enterprise—say the Com- 
mumsts—it is the capitalists 
who rulo, sharing power in 
varying» degrees with the 
lurge landowners whenever 
the latter are o considerable 
force. 

But when a 
revolution expropriates 
cupltalists and landowners, 
economic power belongs to 
the prople, and there can 
no longer be a ruling class. 
In the Soviet Union there 
are only two classes, which 
are not antagonistic but 
fraternnl—the workers and 
the peasants, 

So much for doctrine, In 
practice, it is true that 
there are no large private 
landownirs and no private 
capitalists in the Soviet 
Union, It is equally true 
that immense political 
power js concentrated in 
the hands of a small 
number of © Communist 
Party chiefs, and that a 
larger but still small 
minority of the Soviet 
population enjoys material 
and — cultural privileges 
which raise them fur above 
the masses, 


At The Top 


A new social stratum has 
formed at the top of Soviet 
society, access to which 
from below is still possible 
but is becoming more 
difficult. This stratum has 
striking similarities to. the 
bourgeoisie of nineteenth 
century Europe, and indeed 
can best be described by 
the name “stale  bour- 
geoisiec.” 

Thaw not flecle a ruling class, 
but it is the social grout from 
which the ruling persunac) are 
reciulted, and it exercises social 
pressure; which are felt within 
the higher “anks of the rullng 
Communist Party, 

In an attempt to rtconcile 
fact and theory, Joseph Stalin 
introduced a mofification of the 
Marxist class doctrine by ad- 
mitting that there was in the 
Soviet Union o “stratum” (not 
a “clas#') distinct from workers 
and peasants, which he called 
the “toiling intelligentsia,” 

In 1937, according to the 
oficial report on the Thin Five 
Year Plan, tho “toiling intedti- 
gentsla” consisted of 9,600,000 
persons gainfully employed.

POWER OF THE CAMORRA 


ENNARO CUOCOLO 
broke the oath of 
the Camorra, one of 
the most powerful 

secret societies that has 

ever existed and one which 
held Naples in u grip of 

terror for more than a 

century. : 


The penalty for treachery 
was death, und sentence 
was pronounced. by a 
Supreme Tribunal of 12 
Camorristi leaders, It was 
swiftly and brutally carried 
out. 


On June 7, 1906, Cuocolo 
was found on the seashore 
near Torre del Greco where 
the lower slopes of Vesuvius 
sweep down to the blue 
Bay of Naples.
